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Message 
from the 
Headmaster 

I t's been nearly 40 years 
since Stanstead College 
reverted back to co-ed 
status. In the long his¬ 
tory of Stanstead, those 
20 years as a boys-only 
school now feel like a bit 
of an anomaly, and it's 
hard to imagine us any 
other way than a school 
for boys and girls. 

But that doesn't mean 
everything is set in stone. 

As gender issues evolve, 
so too does the school. 

There's a hint of that in our decision to create a new Grade 12 resi¬ 
dence for boys and girls. There will be separate wings for each gen¬ 
der, but the shared common area - not to mention a shared house 
spirit - is more reflective of the real world these young graduates 
are about to enter. 

On top of this, it's only a matter of time before Stanstead will have 
to establish a housing policy for students who have transitioned 
from one sex to another or who don't identify with either gender. 

Even a school like Stanstead that is built on longstanding tradi¬ 
tions cannot stand firmly in the past. Social issues change just as 
language and fashion do. Our recent reaccreditation by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges (see page 6) included a 
recommendation that the school's board of directors better reflect 
the diversity of our school community. We're taking steps in that 
direction begnning at the trustee level; as you'll see in this issue, 
seven of the 15 new trustees are women. Six of the 15 graduated 
within the past 10 years; four are from Asian countries. 

You'll also read in this issue comments by our local MP Marie-Claude 
Bibeau that global poverty is still overwhelmingly a women's issue. 
Moreover, the recent #metoo movement highlights the difficulties 
women face even in these so-called enlightened times. That is why 
we are proud to feature in this issue Juliana Lopez Fajardo (2001) 
and Kelly Foran (2012), whose work in the often male-dominated 
worlds of foreign policy and science are inspirations to young wom¬ 
en. And then, of course, there are our girls athletic teams, in par¬ 
ticular our senior girls basketball and hockey teams. And now it's 
rugby season! 

Stanstead is proud to reflect and prepare students for the real 
world. This is our role as educators. 

I hope you enjoy this issue of the Red & White.

Under Construction: 

New residence to be built in 2018 

C onstruction is expected to begin this 
spring on a new co-ed Grade 12 resi¬ 
dence at Stanstead College. 

This will be the first new residence at the 
school since the opening of Webster House 
in 1991. 

The new residence will resolve two issues at 
the College. The first is pragmatic, namely 
space. With increased enrollment, partic¬ 
ularly in the higher grades, the senior res¬ 
idences have reached maximum capacity. 

Davis House is already the largest boys res¬ 
idence in Canada and, in fact, for the past 
several years, a number of Grade 12 boys 
have moved over to Bugbee House. 

The second reason for a new residence is 
more philosophical. 

"Having a residence of their own will be part 
of preparing our Grade 12s for the reality of 


university," says Headmaster Michael Wolfe. 
"They're the senior students, so they should 
get the additional perk of having their own 
residence with their own set of regulations." 

While the residence will be for boys and 
girls, it will have separate wings for boys and 
girls, with no shared entry point except the 
front door. It will be constructed between 
the Amaron Gymnasium and Alumni House. 
The V-shaped footprint will allow it to fit 
perfectly in the space. 

To fund the building, the school is approach¬ 
ing a major donor. News on this front is ex¬ 
pected soon. Regardless, the construction 
will go ahead, as the new facility is vital to 
the school. 

Besides offering a new, attractive space for 
current and prospective students, the new 
residence will provide some relief for sum¬ 
mer programs. Currently, the housekeeping 



staff must frantically clean residences at the 
end of one camp to prepare for the next, 
often beginning the following day. An extra 
residence will allow some of those campers 
to be located elsewhere while the cleaning 
takes place. 

The new residence will also provide further 
employment in the form of housekeeping 
and house directors.

New website for Stanstead College 


F riday the 13 th is not the most auspi¬ 
cious day to launch a new project, 
but that didn't stop the school from 
releasing its new website into the world 
this past April after months of planning, 
building and consulting. 

The new site is designed and hosted by 
Blackbaud, which a few years ago pur¬ 
chased Whipple Hill, a company specif¬ 
ically targeting private school websites. 
The switch to Blackbaud will provide the 
school with secure hosting and support as 
well as greater flexibility. Previously, the 
website was a custom-built product that 
sometimes required a programmer to im¬ 
plement changes. In addition, the school 
was paying extra for enhanced security 
with our hosting provider. All that will 
now be covered by Blackbaud. 

The result is a design that is bold and dy¬ 
namic while still reflecting the warmth 
that makes Stanstead College a welcom¬ 
ing community. 

The responsive design also makes the site 
appear as needed on any device -- desk¬ 
top, laptop, tablet or mobile. 

"Our former website had served us well 


but it no longer met industry standards," 
says Director of Communications Ross 
Murray. "We could possibly have fresh¬ 
ened the look, as we did in 2014, but this 
would be like putting a new coat of paint 
on a car; it would look nice, but the en¬ 
gine would still be the same." 

Among the first things visitors will notice 
is a video capturing our beautiful campus 
and highlights of student life. Video is 
now the industry standard, and the school 
plans to implement more and more. 
Among the video projects is "Our Stories." 
This will feature students, teachers, even 
alumni as they share their thoughts on 
being part of the Stanstead family - our 
greatest asset. 

Users will also have greater ability to fil¬ 
ter content to their needs. All calendar 
events can be sorted (e.g. academic, 
alumni, athletic, etc.) as can news stories. 
Parents and students will also have access 
to password-protected content in the 
very near future. 

Whereas in the past, the school main¬ 
tained both a blog and a website, from 
now on all content will be on the site, in¬ 


cluding game reports. You can find these 
under Spartans News in the Athletics sec¬ 
tion or by team under individual team 
pages. 

The school employee directory can also 
be searched by department or name. 
We've also added a "Bio" feature so you 
can learn more about our faculty and staff. 

#SCSocial aggregates all our social media 
feeds onto one page so that users can 
check out what is happening on Twitter, 
Instagram, YouTube, Facebook and more. 

The Alumni section includes links to the 
directory and annual fund pages as well 
as a new section featuring some of our 
recent alumni who have gone on to play 
sports after high school. 

Finally, there are simply more things for 
users to do - expandable lists, photo 
carousels, curriculum directories, videos 
- all of which creates an experience that 
should appeal to both visitors, current 
students and alumni.

A t the end of February, 77,691 stu¬ 
dents in Grades 9, 10 and 11 sat 
down to write the University of Wa¬ 
terloo Math Contests: the Pascal contest 
in Grade 9, the Cayley contest in Grade 10 
and the Fermat contest in Grade 11. 

The majority of you have written these, 
so you know what they are all about: the 
first 10 questions start out quite easy and 
make you feel like a genius. The next 10 
get progressively harder; you sweat, think, 
dig in the recesses of your brain for that 
formula that you know you learned last 
year. And then you turn the page to The 
Last 5... yes, those ones that are next to 
impossible! 

Just before we returned from March 
break, I received the unofficial results. 
And then, just under a week ago, I re¬ 
ceived a package from the University of 
Waterloo and in it, was a letter addressed 
to Mr. Wolfe and myself. The letter com¬ 
mended Grade 10 student Jiyang (Roy) Lyu 
from Chengdu, China for being among the 
top 80 students who wrote these exams. 
And these 80 students were being invited 
to an all-expenses-paid week-long confer¬ 
ence/math camp in Auckland in May. 

Now do you remember how many peo¬ 
ple I said wrote these tests? Yes, more 


than 75,000. So what that means that 
a Stanstead student is among the top 
80 students internationally. In fact, Roy 
earned the highest score that I have ever 
seen anyone earn on one of these tests, 
and I have been doing this for a very long 
time. In the past 17 years only one other 
SC student was invited to the Auckland 
Conference. 

So how good was the score? A total of 21 
students (on the three contests) earned 
perfect scores of 150. Our student earned 
the 11 th highest score OVERALL on the 
Cayley Contest, and this test alone was 
written by over 20,000 students. Roy got 
one question wrong in the last set (those 
ones that are next to impossible!). He had 
the highest score in all of Quebec and is in 
the top 0.05% of all who wrote. 

In addition to being invited to the Water¬ 
loo Conference, he has also been invited 
to a week-long camp in June being hosted 
by the Canadian Mathematical Society at 
the University of Ottawa. 

The final crowning moment: at the Cana¬ 
dian Team Mathematics Contest held at 
St. George's School in April, Roy tied for 
the individual high score. It is my firm be¬ 
lief that this young man has a very promis¬ 
ing future in the field of mathematics.

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Stanstead renews NEASC accreditation 


A fter a long and thorough process, 
Stanstead College has received full 
re-accreditation by the New En¬ 
gland Association of Schools and Colleges 
(NEASC). 


"The overall message of the Self-Study 
and Visiting Committee Report were 
clear: Stanstead College is an exceptional, 
thoughtful and strong school," wrote Mr. 
Stroud. 


concerns of faculty and students and 
incorporate their voices in determin¬ 
ing the best way forward to meet the 
challenges of growth, facility issues 
(e.g. residences) and other issues 
such as food and technology. 

These major recommendations were ac¬ 
companied by other recommendations in 
the Visiting Committee report that will be 
assessed and taken into consideration by 
the school. 

This accreditation is valid until 2027, with a 
two-year evaluation and a five-year report 
due in the interim. 

Accreditation by the NEASC not only opens 
doors for our graduates to US colleges but 
has also been instrumental in granting 
direct access for our Grade 12s to Que¬ 
bec universities. Being the sole Canadian 
school with NEASC accreditation is some¬ 
thing that truly sets Stanstead College 
apart. 


In his letter announcing the accreditation, 
Jay Stroud, Director of the Commission of 
Independent Schools for the NEASC, com¬ 
mended the school for its 
diligence and enthusiasm 
in completing the process, 
which included a self-study 
by the school involving all 
faculty and staff. This was 
followed by a Visiting Com¬ 
mittee on-site review and a 
final report. 

The commission commend¬ 
ed the school for its fairness 
and inclusiveness and its success in grow¬ 
ing and providing an excellent program for 
a genuinely diverse student body at a time 
of enrollment challenges. 


The commission outlined three major rec¬ 
ommendations: 

• Develop a more struc¬ 
tured process for recruit¬ 
ment and evaluation of 
senior administrators 
that engages the broader 
Stanstead community. This 
would include establishing 
an evaluation process for 
the Head of School and 
strengthening diversity on 
the Board of Trustees. 

Establish a committee to complete a 
second self-study based on the Visit¬ 
ing Committee's report. 

Study and reflect on the needs and 



Local MP talks about women and poverty 


S tating that poverty is sexist, federal 
minister and Compton-Stanstead MP 
Marie-Claude Bibeau told students 
and teachers in October that Canada is 
working internationally to empower wom¬ 
en to better their lives and those of their 
children and communities. 

Visiting the school during the International 
Day of the Girl, Mme Bibeau spoke at as¬ 
sembly and outlined the many injustices 
faced by women and girls in developing 
country, from child marriages and genital 
mutilation to lack of power or even a voice 
in their villages. 

"The gender-based violence in these coun¬ 
tries, we cannot imagine how hard it is," 
said Mme Bibeau, who is Minister for In¬ 
ternational Development and La Franco- 
phonie. 

Besides offering medical and judicial sup¬ 
port, Canada provides what it is perhaps 
best known for: technical training. This 
ranges from economic and agricultural 
training to training for local police. In this 
way, Canada is working at both the grass 
roots and at the local government level to 
give women a voice. 


Minister Bibeau lost in a sea of Stanstead girls. 

"When we economically empower wom¬ 
en, they are more likely to protect their 
families and commit to providing educa¬ 
tion for their children," she said. Canada is 
well respected, she noted, because it does 
not have a history of colonialism. 

She added that hope is a tremendous com¬ 


modity in developing countries, because 
wiithout hope, young people are more 
likely to join armed conflicts that threaten 
security and developing democracies. 

Following her talk, Mme Bibeau took 
questions and posed for photos with the 
Stanstead girls in attendance. 
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T he 2017-18 Senior Girls Basketball 
Spartans season was a near carbon 
copy of the 2016-17 season. Winners 
of the MacLeod Provincial Tournament - 
again (in less dramatic fashion, defeating 
Massey-Vanier 54-31). Winners of tourna¬ 
ment banners at Stanstead, BCS, Montreal 
Independent Schools, the Bailly - again. 
Finalists at the CAIS National Tournament 
in Winnipeg - again (losing this time to 
Ashbury). 

On top of this, the girls played (and won) 
in a revived ETIAC league that included 
BCS and Massey-Vanier. And they played 
against RSEQ Div. 2 teams, with eight wins 
and two losses. (These RSEQ games were 
officially forfeits, as Stanstead's roster in¬ 
cluded age-ineligible players, but were 
considered by Coach Erik Van Dyke as 
skill-builders for tournament play.) 

But where this team surpasses last year's 
historic team is the story of the bottom 
three-quarters of the season. After De¬ 
cember 8, the senior girls did not lose a 
single game. They won 30 games in a row. 
The final season record was 36 wins, four 
losses. Points for per game: 45.1; points 
allowed: 22.9. 

The team loses two veteran seniors this 
year, Rina Takahashi and Chloe Van Dyke, 
but will see veteran starters Mackenzy St- 
Pierre, Alyssa MacPherson return along 


with Emily Willis, who joined the senior 
team this season. St-Pierre was named this 
season's MVP. 


A s with the basketball, the varsity 
girls hockey team enjoyed a virtual 
repeat of their 2016-17 season. The 
Spartans coasted to their third straight 
league and playoff championships in the 
North American Prep Hockey Association. 
In the regular season, the girls went 13-0- 
1. In the NAPHA playoff final at Trinity Col¬ 
lege School, the Spartans defeated North- 
wood 5-1 for the second year in a row. 

The Spartans were also finalists in the CCM 
World Invitational in Detroit, losing 4-1 to 
Bell Tire. 

Overall, the season record was 48-6-6-1. 


Outside their Spartan uniforms, Spartans 
Alexie Guay and Audrey-Anne Veillette 
were selected to play for Team Canada at 
the 2018 IIHF U18 Women's World Cham¬ 
pionship. After losing 4-3 to Team USA in 
the semi-final, Canada beat Russia 5-1 for 
bronze. Alexie Guay scored once and add¬ 
ed two assists in this game. 

W hile there is no question the Var¬ 
sity Boys Hockey Spartans had 
another successful season - an 
overall record of 39-13-0-1 - it also had its 
share of disappointments. While the boys 
finished overall in the Midwest Prep Hock¬ 
ey League, they could not bring home the 
championship trophy, falling 1-0 in the fi¬ 
nal to Ridley, a team they had twice beaten 
earlier in the season. 

Likewise, the Spartans had an excellent 
run at the National 
Independent School 
Invitational Champion¬ 
ship (NISIC) in Toronto, 
including defeating St. 
Andrew's College for 
the first time ever in a 
3-2 overtime semi-fi¬ 
nal. Unfortunately, the 
boys fell 4-3 to Upper 
Canada College in the 
final.

At 
that time, I was unaware of the ex¬ 
act career that I would pursue, but I 
was certain that a life of international 
relations would be in my future. I at¬ 
tribute my yearning for discovering the 
world to the exposure my parents gave 
me, including my education at Stan¬ 
stead College. I mean, I had peers from 
all corners of the globe. Also there 
were faculty members, such as Gra¬ 
ham Chandler (most famously known 
as Peach), who took the time to know 
each one of us and steer us in the right 
direction. Peach recognized my ability 
for geography and geopolitics, and I 
vividly recall him telling me to pursue 
a career in public relations. Today, the 
above are key aspects of my daily work. 

After graduating from Stanstead, I 
earned a bachelor of arts, honours 
in Law with a concentration in Busi¬ 
ness Law (2006) and a master of arts 
in Legal Studies (2009) from Carleton 
University. My master's focused on 
corporate social responsibility (CSR), 
more specifically on how companies in 
Western nations structure themselves 
legally to operate in developing and 
conflict-stricken countries in order to 
exempt themselves from liability of any 
wrongdoing.

Currently, I'm posted at Canada's em¬ 
bassy in Jordan. My role is to serve as 
the field officer for GAC's security and 
stabilization programming in the re¬ 
gion.

2013. I'm joined on this posting by my 
spouse and son. My immediate goals 
while on this posting are to learn and 
grow with my files, as well as to absorb 
the Middle Eastern culture, while learn¬ 
ing Arabic and consuming as much deli¬ 
cious food as possible.

Kelly is currently a physics teacher at John Abbott College in 
Sainte Anne de Bellevue, Quebec and a recent Master of Science grad¬ 
uate from the University of Toronto. 

After Stanstead, Kelly attended Hamilton College in Clinton, NY, where she 
played both hockey and rugby, before transferring to Mount Allison Universi¬ 
ty in Sackville, NB. There she completed her B.Sc in Mathematics and Physics 
with First Class Honours, earning the Dr. R.N. Varma Gold Medal in Physics, 
the Harry A. Scheffield Prize in Mathematics, and the Mathematics and Com¬ 
puter Science Prize.
